WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 27, 1899.— 


Hear Admiral Endicott, chief of the on- 
reau of yards and docks devotes much 
space in his annual report to the Ports 
mouth navy yard and recommends that 
$602,000 be appropriated for improve- 
ments there next year. 


In speaking of the Portsmouth navy 


yard, Rear Admiral Eadicott says:

prosecuted at this yarJ during the fiscal 
year. 
Preparations Lave been made 


looking to the construction of a diy 
dock under tho acts makiug appropria- 
tion for four timber dry do'iks. Congress 
having amended tun t/rigmal act at its 
last session to allow the secretary of tho 
nivy to construct a second of thetse 
four dry docks of stone and concrete, it 
was determined to build the additional 
dock of these materials at this navy 
yard. 
The award of the contract has 


been made to John Peirce of Now York 
at $1,089,000.

The Portsmouth navy yard has been 


practically closed to the general work 
of the navy for many ye»rs. 
As con- 


gress has made appropriation for the 
consti uction of a dry dock of the larg- 
est class at this yard, and vessels of the 
navy are being sent there for extensive 
repairs, it is inferred that it will be 
mule a ^forking yard irom this time 00. 
The Raleigh is to receive very extensive 
reconstruction, and the scvei.il bureaus 
engaged iu work upon her aio^ in need of 
many facilities which the yard does not 
now possess. The bureau has received 
r-qnests from the bureaus concerned 
tor a number of improvements to enable 
tjom to conduct their work in connect- 
ion with this and other vessel-* with 
promptness and economy. The bureau 
his therefore submitted estimates for 
improvements 
aggregating 
about 


6600,000. 


The wharfage accommodations at this 


navy yard are very meagre, so much so 
that there is not a single berth for pro- 
perly accommodating the longer vessels 
of the navy. The water front ia very 
much broken up, aod so irregular in 
outline as to be very inconvenient even 
for short vessels. It is desired to con- 
struct substantial quay walls upon an 
improved front line which shall afford 
accommodations for at least two of ibe 
longer vessel*.

There is no doubt according to the 


police, that Carr is one of the most 
succegsful beggars of the age, . It 
seems almost incredible that a street 
beggar should live in a palatial East 
End residence, with all the luxuries 
that go with it. spacious grounds, ftc. 
But that Is Just what Carr does. The 
story of Carr and his life since ha be- 
came a beggar is a roost remarkable 
one. When under arrest some time 
ago he, in a burst of confidence, told 
it 


Some years ago, when he was in the 
best of health and enjoying the use of 
his eyes, he was made a beggar by ac- 
cident. It was a real hot day. He 
was walking the streets out of work 
and thoroughly disgusted with his lot. 
Becoming tired he sat down upon a 
stoop to rest. He took off his hat and 
was mopping the perspiration from 
his brow. At this juncture a kindly 
disposed pedestrian passed. 
Seeing 


Carr he took compassion upon him. 
Carr at this time had no thought-.of 
becoming a beggar, but when be put 
his hat upon his head a bright silver 
quarter rolled upon the ground. This 
started him to thinking. 


E'rom that time until to-day Carr 


has been a professional beggar. 


He has been arrested numerous 


limes, and was never taken into cus- 
tody without a roll being found upon 
him. On one occasion $300 was taken 
from an inside pocket. Three times 
amounts aggregating a total of $75 
were discovered 
If Carr should ever 


be found at the police station with- 
out a large sum of money on him the 
officials would be greatly surprised. 


Not long ago he was arrested by 


Officer Robert Smith at Seventh ave- 
nue and Smithfleld street. He object- 
ed vigorously to being taken into cus- 
tody. Some of those who had witness- 
ed the arrest declared it a shame that 
a poor blind man should not be al- 
lowed to make a living. They did not 
know what they were talking about 
At the station house Carr denied hav- 
ing anything of value on him, but Ser- 
geant Sterck discovered the money. 
Carr left a forfeit for his appearance 
this mornlns and then took an East 
End car for his home in order to get 
thefe in time for his 6 o'clock dinner.

of gaining a livelihood practised in 
New i'otk, but the queerest of all is 
anchors.

sively in this trade, and the anchor 
hunters are 
as 
familiar 
with

ground where anchors are likely to Ve 
found in the bays and rivers along the 
coasT, and even iu the open sea, as 
{.the fisherman is uith the favorite 
phauuts of the living inhabitants of the 
sea. 


The method pursued in fishing for 


anchors ia very simple. A chain is let 
down In a loop long enough to drag 
along tbe bottom, SJid the vessel con- 
tinues .on her way. with all bauds on 
boifird-eagerly alert for a "bite," au'l 
the "bite" generally results in a (atch. 


The recovered anchors are usually 


Mold again at five or six cents a pound. 
Five cents is now the prevailing price. 
as that is just one cent under the 
market price for new anchors. A big 
anchor will weigh 5.000 or 0,000 
pounds; thus tbe anchor 
fisherman 


makes a gross profit on his haul of 
from $250 to $300. But more often tbe 
anchor recovered weighs from 
1,000 


to 2,000 pounds. Nevertheless, there is 
said to be a good profit ID the business 
even at that.

AGUINALDO IS MOVING. 


Tht Filipino Ltad«r Said Now to B« 


Headed For Bongued, in the Moun- 
tain Districts — American Troopa 
Under General Young, Are Still in 
Hot Pursuit. 
! 


Washington. Nov. 18.—A despatch re- 


ceived by the War Department from 
(ifneral Otis contains meagre Informa- 
tion about the pursuit of Agulnalclo. 
According to General Otls's advices, 
Aguinaldo is heading for Bangued. a 
town in the mountain district that be- 
gins just east of the west coast. Ban- 
gued is in a bend of the Abra Hiver, a 
stream of some importance, vvhU-h runs 
into the aea at Vigan, a seaport town 
to which General Otis makes reference. 
It is probable that Agulnaldo is follow- 
ing the military road, which runs close 
to the west coast. 


To reach l&ingued he will be obliged 


to leave this hlghwny and strike east- 
ward. This he will probably be obliged 
to do soon, if he has not already done 
<*(•>, as General Young is hot on his 
tracks. The despatch from Gen. Otis 
confirms the undei standing that the In- 
sunectionary army has gone to pieces. 
Its text follows:

THE WEIGHT OF OSMIUM, 


Her.vleet iMMt M«et lufuttble Metal l» the 


World. 


The heaviest thing in the world is 


the metal 
osmium, the bluish-white 


metal with 
violet luster, which Mr. 


Smithson Tennant discovered 90 years 
ago in the residue from dissolved pla- 
tinum ores. This metal has a specific 
gravity of 22.477, that of gold being 
19.265, lead 11.367, iron 7.79, and lithi- 
um, 
the 
Ugliest, only 0,594. 
The 


French chemist, Joly, determined that 
osmium is likewise the most in- 
fusible of metals. It could never be 
made to yield to the oxyhydrogen 
flame, which makes platinum and ir- 
rldium run like water. But Joly has 
been subjecting osmium to the exclu- 
sively high temperature of the electric 
arc which Moissau has of late em- 
ployed successfully in the manufacture 
of diamonds. 


Under this fierce heat the rare metal, 


ruthenium, which used to be deemed 
all but infusible, readily melts. But 
osmium remains refractory, there be- 
ing apparent only the faintest traces 
of fusion. On this account osmium 
cannot be prepared in sufficient quanti- 
ty to make it very useful in the arts. 
But its alloy with irridium, which de- 
fies the acidX is of some value, noth- 
ing better flaving been found where- 
with to tjp gold pens. Being non-mag- 
netic, its employment for the bearings 
of the mariner's compass has been ad- 
vocated.

A DIAMOND HIGHROAD. 


On* Small Patch Yielded JC20.OOO W orth 


of Diamonds. 
.' 


A highroad which in some parts rep- 


resented a value of £1,000 a yard has 
some claim to be considered the most 
remarkable road in the world. 


During the early years of the South 


African diamond mines there was such 
a scarcity of water that many miners 
were compelled to dispense with it and 
to search for their diamonds as best 
they could in the dry earth. 


In the process of years the debris 


from which the diamonds had been ex- 
tracted reached such mountainous pro- 
portions that every miner was glad 
when the municipal council of Kimber- 
ley undertook to remove these mounds 
to use in macadamizing the new roads 
of the rapidly growing city. 


Fifteen years later the 
deprecia- 


tion in the price of diamonds caused 
the owners of mines to restrict the out- 
pat, and hundreds of miners were 
thrown out of work. It occurred to 
some of them that with a plentiful sup- 
ply of water it might be possible to 
rescue some overlooked stones from 
the debris of which the roads bad been 
nude, and on petition they were per- 
mitted by the municipal council to 
make the attempt Each year a por- 
tion of a road was assigned to them, 
and to the miners' delight diamonds 
of the value of £40,000 were recovered 
yearly. One particular patcb of road, 
as small as the floor of a suburban sit- 
ting room, produced no less than £20,- 
•W worth of diamonds, or at the rate 
of C 1*6 a square yard.

Little Danger From 
Statistics as to the comparatively 


few deaths from lightning may not 
avail to lessen the nervousness of those 
who view every "thunder head" with 
alarm, but they mt.j avail to quote to 
children old enough to be apprehensive 
and who may 
have many 
summers 


ahead of them. 
Investigations made 


a year or two ago showed that of 298 
classes of objects of which 1707 persons 
confessed fear, lightning was dreaded 
by the greatest number. 
Yet in the 


record of fatalities there is a very 
small record against lightning, as com- 
pared w-ith other causes of accidental 
death. 
Statistics 
prepared by 
the 


United States Weather Bureau show 
that for four years the average num- 
ber of persons killed by lightning an- 
nually in the whole country was 196. 
More than that number are drowned 
annually, in the 
waters about New 


York city, it is said, and many more 
than that number annually lose their 
lives throughout tlie country in bicy- 
cling. 
It might even appear that one 


is in greater danger of being fatally 
kicked by a horse, or of being killed by 
a falling chimney, than of being struck 
by lightning. 


Bird 


An Italian naturalist reports thtit he 


once captured a snipe which had on its 
crest a large dressing of down taken 
from its own body, and fixed to a 
wound by the coagulated blood. Twice 
he brought home a snipe with inter- 
woven feathers strapped over the site 
of a fracture of one of its legs. 
M. 


Magnin also records a case in which a 
snipe, observed to fly away with a 
broken leg, was subsequently found to 
have forced the fragments into a par- 
allel position and secured them by 
means of a strong band of feathers 
and moss intermingled. 
The observ- 


ers were struck with the application 
of a kind of flat-leaved grass which 
was wound around the leg spirally and 
fixed by means of a sort of glue. 


Valuable Spruce. 


Spruce is not commonly accounted a 


costly wood, but some of it may be very 
valuable. Spruce is largely used for 
the tops of stringed musical instru- 
ments, such as guitars and mandolins, 
the finer grained being the more de- 
sirable. 
The value of rosewood de- 


pends upon its color and quality. It 
ranges in price from 
a 
cent and a 


quarter to 10 cents a pound. Thirty- 
grain 
Adirondack spruce would be 


worth more than the finest rosewood. 
It might be that not one such log would 
be found among a thousand.

A Self-Propelling Bicycle Invented by 


a Michigan Man. 


The rapid strides that automobiliBm. 


s making may be Illustrated by u 
vehicle whicU liuu been brought out 
here. 


The new machine is called the "mo- 
ike," and, ad its name Implies, Is a 


self-propelled bicycle, mil by a very 
small and light motor—a sort of gas- 
oline turbine—which, in spite of its 
diminutive size, possesses such as- 
tounding power that the capacities for 
high speed and hill climbing abilities 
of the new machine put the old type 
of foot-power bicycle far in the shade. 


The inventor is Prof. A. M. Herring,
